Praising the farmers’ proficiency in 
the field of production and calling at- 
tention to the “definite assurance” of 
an increased gross income for agricul- 
ture as a whole, because of Federal_as- 


sistance, the President said:

well learned is that of marketing. One 
of the greatest handicaps of agriculture 
is temporary overproduction. The world 
is hungry to consume all that the 
farmer ever raises. His difficulty arises 
from attempting to sell at the wrong 
time or the wrong place. The most 
successful method of meeting this dif- 
ficulty has been through cooperative 
associations.” 

Cooperation has enabled the farmer 
through his associations to take bet- 
ter advantage of all the agencies of 
distribution. It is a movement to unl- 
fy all the agencies of production, dis- 
tribution and consumption so that they 
can function a: a coordinated whole 
which will sell at the right place and 
at the right time. Mr. Coolidge said. 

As a successful example of cooperative 
marketing, he cited the grape exchange 
recently established in California. The 
movement toward this form of market- 
ing, however is still in its infancy, the 
President said. 

Depression Relieved, He Says. 


Thanks to the “most impressive list” 
of Government efforts 1. behalf of the 
farmer, the “great agricultural depres- 
sion has been gradually relieved,” he 
said. 

“In 1921 the purchasing power of 
farm products had dropped to 69,” he 
said. “In October of this year it had 
risen to 90. The livestock industry is 
especially prosperous, but grain prices 
are not so encouraging. Yields per acre 
for this season were about 3 per cent 
above the average for the last ten 
years, while the acreage of crops har- 
vested was the largest on record. 

Discussing tariff measures as farm 
protection, the President spoke of the 
Emergency Tariff Act of 1921 passed 
especially for the benefit of agricul- 
ture, and the permanent tariff meas- 
ure of 1922. 

“Practically everything that 
farmer raises is well protected. Prac- 
tically everything he buys for the 
purpose of engaging in the business 
of farming comes in free of duty,” he 
declared. 

Farm loans through the Federal 
Farm Loan system represent a benefit 
“the like of which no government 
anywhere on earth ever before be- 
stowed upon an industry,” Coolidge 
said in outlining the national policies

Reluctant Witness at In- 
quiry Forgetful and 
Vague in Replies. 


WIRELESS REVEALED 
UNDER HARD GRILLING 


Capt. Sorenson, at Hear- 
ing by Inspectors, Avers 
Boats Were Good. 


CHIEF OFFICER FOUND 
AFTER LONG SEARCH 


Summoned With Others for 
Today’s Session; Life- 
boat No. 13 Seized. 


New York, Nov. 16 (A.P.)—From an 
18-year-old wireless operator who 
twisted in the witness chair like a 
scolded child, United States Attorney 
Charles H. Tuttle today wrung an ac» 
knowledgement that “maybe” the cap- 
tain of the steamer Vestris had an- 
nounced by wireless that he was in 
difficulties more than eighteen hours 
before the ship sank and fourteen hours 
before the formal SOS 

Charles Veschere, the young Scottish 
assistant radio man of the Vestris, was 
the first witness at today’s session of 
the investigation into the disaster be- 
fore United States Commissioner O’Nelill, 
The phrases “I don’t know,” “I don’t 
remember” and “I forgot” ran thickly 
through all his testimony. ’ 


Denies Being Coached. 


“Who told you to forget?” Tuttle 
shouted at him at last, and the pale 
youth shouted his answer back: 

“No one.” 

At another point Veschere couldn't 
remember something and Tuttle, in 
apparent exasperation, exclaimed: “But 
you told me all about it down im my 
office. Why have you forgotten now?” 

Then, turning to the commissioner, 
the Federal attorney said: 

“Your honor, this bears out a state- 
ment I made to you before this hear- 
ing began,” and the commissioner fre- 
marked, “It does.” 

“Are you sure you understand the 
seriousness of your oath?” the com- 
missioner asked Veschere, and the 
youth nodded slowly. 

At the very opening of the session 
Tuttle told the commissioner that he 
had reports from confidential sources 
which made it necessary for him to an- 
nounce at that time that any one who 
attempted to prevent any witnesses 
from telling the whole truth in the in- 
vestigation would be _ severely dealt 
with. 

Tuttle’s efforts teday were all di- 
rected toward an attempt to find just 
what wireless announcements of dis- 
tress had been sent out prior to the 
S O 8S, and to whom they were direct- 
ed, and Whether any instructions were 
sent to the Vestris in respone which 
might explain why the S OS was not 
sent until the middle of Monday morn- 
ing, four hours before the ship sank 
with no rescue vessels within many 
miles. 

Veschere sald that he was on duty 
from 8 to 12. day and night, and that 
from the time the ship left New York 
until it sank he sent only one message 
other than personal ones from pas- 
sengers and that message was a weather 
report to Washington. 


Not Sure; 


“But there was some other sort of 
message?” Tuttle asked.

Veschere made no response and Tut- 
tle indicated his éxasperation in a ges- 
ture directed at the commissioner 
Concerning the time the S O S was sent 
Monday morning, Veschere was almost 
equally vague. 


Had Only Greenwich Time.

Ship into a lifeboat. This boat, he said, 
leaked, there was no drinking water 
and no flares. . 


Smiles When. Excused. 


The only time during his long ques- 
tioning that the youth smiled was 
when Tuttle at length said: “You may 
be excused now—temporarily.” 

While Tuttle’s hearing was in prog- 
ress in the Federal Building, Capt. 
Frederick Sorenson, a ship’s master, 
who was a passenger on the Vestris, was 
telling, at a Steamship Inspection Serv- 
icé hearing in the customs building, a 
story that differed sharply from that 
he was reported in the newspapers as 
telling when he landed Wednesday. 

Aapt. Sorenson denied today that he 
had said on arriving here that the life- 
boats were “rotten” and improperly 
equipped, or that the crew had been 
cowardly before the vessel sank. 

He said at his hearing that, so far 
as he knew, the Vestris’ lifeboats were 
in’ “first-class condition,” and that 
they contained the prescribed equip- 
ment. He said he though the Vestris 
crew probably launched the lifeboats 
as efficiently as possible, in view of 
the time at their disposal. He said 
he was in a boat that sank imme- 
Giately after striking the water, but 
the sinking, he asserted, resulted from 
Gamage done to the lifeboat when it 
struck the side of the Vestris while 
being lowered. 


Second Radio Man Called. 


In Tuttle’s investigation, James Mac- 
Donald, another radio assistant, follow- 
ed- young Veschere to the stand. Mac- 
Donald said he joined the Vestris No- 
vember 10, the day she left New York. 
after having been a radio operator 
since 1915. Veschere had been an op- 
erator for three months only, and his 
experience consisted of one round trip 
to South America on the Vestris. 

MacDonald testified he first noticed 
the ship listing at midnight Saturday. 
but said he spoke of it to nobody and 
he did not hear it mentioned among 
the officers until the morning of the 
day the ship sank.

QUIZ BEGUN IN NORFOLK 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 16 (A.P.).—A negro 
Stoker. Joseph Boxil, member of the 
crew of the Vestris, today told a Federal 
steamboat inspector of a succession of 


misfortunes that followed the ship after 
she left New York on her last voyage. 

First, Boxil said, a leak developed in 
the ash hopper, this being discovered 
about twelve hours after the ship left 
port. Then the storm began. The leak 
in the ash hopper was stopped but 
water was washing over the plates in 
the fire room. Sunday afternoon a 
leak in a coal bunker door was found. 
A carpenter in attempting to’ mend it 
smashed a glass port. And at once a 
huge stream of water began to flow 
into the already logged vessel. 

Boxil’s testimony indicated that he 
felt that had it not been for the smash- 
ing of the glass port the ship would 
have weathered the storm. 

Capt. Thomas J. Hanlon, the inspec- 
tor, also questioned John Morrie, 
Gerald Burton, also negro stokers of 
the Vestris, and Otto Ulrich, a sur- 
vivor rescued by the steamer American 
Shipper, whe came here to join bis 
wife after she had been brought to 
port by the battleship Wyoming. 

The Wyoming, in addition to the 
three negroes and Mrs. Ulrich, had on 
board four other Vestris survivors: 
Mrs. Turoke Inouye, whose husband, 
the Japanese Counsel at Buenos Aires 
was drowned; Mrs, Dolores Doril, of 
Brooklyn; Mrs. Fernandez Rua, of 
New Bedford, Mass., and Mrs. Norman 
K, Batten, of Brooklyn. The five 
women were in an exhausted state 
when they arrived and were taken im- 
mediately to a hospital. They have 
not yet been questioned.

Distressed Ship Towed 


To Port; Mutiny Denied | 


(Associated Press.) 

Coast Guard headquarters yesterday 
dispelled reports of mutiny aboard a 
two-masted schooner off the Délaware 
coast with an announcement that its 
Lewis, Del., station had brought in the 
distressed ship Edna B. Hough, which 
had lost its anchor. 

First attempts to overhaul the 
schooner, which flew her ensign up- 
Side down, failed because she had her 
Sails sét; but the guardsmen pursued 
In a power boat and learned from the 
créw of four that the only difficulty 
was the loss of th eanchor. Earlier re- 
ports to the Navy were that fighting 
and possible mutiny was in progress 
aboard the schooner. 


Collision of Vestris 
In Port Is Confirmed 


New York, Nov. 16 (A.P.).—Capt. 
William Heasley, assistant superintend- 
ent at the Lamport & Holt offices here, 
confirmed reports today that four days 
before the Vestris steamed away on its 
final voyage she collided with another 
vessel in Erie Basin. 

He said the collision was of no &e- 
verity, however, the Vestris and the 
Santa Luisa of the Grace Line, scarcely 
more than brushing together. The 
only damage to either vessel, he said, 
was loss of paint. The boats came to- 
gether as the Vestris was leaving dry- 
dock where she had been inspected and 
passed as seaworthy.

~ Viscount Cecil’s suggestion that the 
United States and Great Britain should 
told a naval limitation’ conference does 
not strike President Coolidge favorably. 
Why should it? The United States and 
Great Britain have only recently held a 
conference, and the only definite fact as- 
certained was that Great Britain refuses 
to agree to any proposal looking to the 
establishment of navies of equal strength. 
In response to the American proposal for 
limitation of cruiser tonnage to 300,000, 
Great Britain insisted upon an expansion 
of cruiser tonnage to 450,000 or 600,000 
tons, to be devoted to types of cruisers 
desired by Great Britain, and to the ex- 
clusion of types desired by the United 
States. 

Since that conference was held, Great 
Britain and France agreed to a “compro- 
mise” which would increase British crui- 
ser strength and French army strength, 
while denying to the United States any 
increase of cruisers of the type desired. 
When this proposal was offered to the 
United States it was rejected. British 
public opinion so vigorously denounced 
this “compromise”: that it was abandoned 
by the British government, much to the 
disgust of France. The net result of this 
brilliant piece of British diplomacy was to 
impair good relations with France and 
arouse resentment in the United States. 

The United States must go forward 
with the construction of cruisers. It 
plans to build fifteen, which would give 
the United States a tonnage less than 
that of Great Britain, but would make 
the United States Navy; a force to be 
reckoned with if any belligerent should 
think of seizing neutral American com- 
merce. As for further building, on a 
competitive basis, no one in the United 
States has made any such suggestion. 
Mr. Coolidge has: made it plain that the 
United States stands ready to agree to a 
general limitation of all naval arma- 
ments. But having met with a rebuff at 
Geneva, it is not the duty of the United 
States to propose another conference. 

‘Viscount Cecil’s suggestion looking to 
an Anglo-American conference would 
lead to the same blunder that has just 
been made by the British foreign office 
in making a hole-in-the-corner agreement 
with France. All naval powers must be 
included in a limitation agreement if it is 
to be effective. The United States will 
not enter into an agreement with Great 
Britain that would be disadvantageous to 
France, Japan, Italy, or any other power 
This Nation plays no favorites and enters 
into no alliances. 

‘It is up to Great Britain, if it wishes to 
hold a position of naval equality, to bring 
about a genuine limitation conference of 
all the naval powers. British naval su- 
periority is becoming a thing of the past. 
Other powers will build as their needs re- 
quire, and it is obvious that American 
needs require a larger navy. The fixed 
yaval policy of the United States contem- 
plates a force that can protect Ameri- 
can commerce in time of peace or war. A 
naval force of this size will be built, 
whether a naval limitation agreement is 
reached or not.. In the meantime, after 
its bitter experience at Geneva, followed 
by the offensive joint proposal of Great 


Britain and France, the United States has 


no reason to suppose that either of those 
countries intends to make a limitation 
proposal in good faith.

BETTER BUILDING INSPECTION. 


The problem of financing the much-needed 
improvements in the District’s building in- 
spection service is to be placed squarely before 
the Federal Budget Bureau. District officials 
are preparing plans for reorganization of the 
building inspector’s office, and seem deter- 
mined to absolve themselves of blame for any 
future accidents arising out of inadequate or 
incompetent inspection. 

Conditions in the building inspector’s office 
were brought forcibly to public attention a few 
weeks ago by the cave-in at Fourteenth and K 
streets northwest, where a building is under 
construction. Two men were smothered and 
several others were injured. Officials reported 
that building accidents. costing the lives of 
workmen may happen every day in the vear 
without adequate advance protection, because 
of insufficient appropriations for building in- 
spection. For years the building inspectcr’s 
office has been pleading for an addition to its 
funds, without avail. 

The reorganization plans are being drafted 
by Maj. D. A. Davison, Assistant Engineer 
Commissioner, and .Col. John W. Oehmann, 
District building inspector, along lines recom- 
mended by the latter several years ago. They 
will be submitted to Col. William B. Ladue, 
Engineer Commissioner, and must have the ap- 
proval of the District Commissioners and the 
Budget Bureau before any action can be hoped 
for. Col. Ladue is anxious to have the situa- 
tion remedied at the first possible moment, and 
it is believed that favorable action of the Bud- 
get Bureau is all that is needed to secure the 
necessary funds. 

The bureau has concluded its hearings on 
the annual District estimates for the next fiscal 
year, but this emergency is of sufficient im- 
portance to justify appropriation of additional 
funds in time for consideration of Congress at 
its coming session. It is a deplorable habit of 
officials charged with guarding the public 
purse that they often allow a disaster to come 
upon the people before allowing funds for 
prevention. Washington has already had suffi- 
cient building accidents to clearly point out 
the need for extension of inspection service. 

A number of improvements are provided for 
in the reorganization plans which should ma- 


terlally increase the efficiency of the building 


inspector’s office. Work would be divided ac-

FEEDING PRISONERS ON ‘THEORY. 

There was a real principle involved in the 
ruling of Comptroller General McCarl that the 
purchase of District supplies should be by 
competitive bidding, even to the matter of 
food for the prisoners detained at the four- 
teen police precinct stations. But when a 
principle is whittled down to the saving of 
76 cents a month, or less than one-thousandth 
of 1 per cent of the sum paid under the pre- 
vailing practice, the rule becomes of no im- 
portance, y 

When bids were advertised for, it appears 
‘that they were received for only eleven of 
the precincts. How were the unfortunates in 
the other precincts to be fed? It also ap: 
pears that the sums involved are too small for 
bonding. How could the bids be lawfully 
accepted ‘without such guarantees of good 
faith? It also appears that if such bids were 
accepted, and the food was unsatisfactory, the 
District fathers would have to cancel the con- 
tracts and make new advertisements. In the 
meantime, again, how would the unfortunates 
be fed? 

This goes to show that the old adage that 
principle is one thing and practice is another 
has present-day applicability. The four-page 
report of District Auditor Donovan upon the 
matter of putting the principle of competitive 
bidding into practice would possibly be re- 
garded as a valuable treatise in dialectics by 
the schoolmen of other days. But the prac- 
tical question is the getting of food, not the 
vindication of a principle that fails to work.

| The of vitamins, especially 
| Vitamin “D,” in the diet of the Pueblo 
‘Indians and other North American In- 
‘dian tribes led to the decay of these 
races, sclentists now believe, 

Dr. Walter Hough, of the Smithsonian 
Institution, has made a study of the 
food supply of the P»reblo Indians in an 
effort to account for thelr dwindling 
in numbers about 1,000 years ago. He 
‘found that their diet consisted mainly 
‘of corn. As long as they were in the 
sunlight of summer, rich in ultra violet 
rays, they felt little need of the “D” 
vitamin, which builds strong bones and 
tissues through the tanning process 
of the skin, but when winter came and 
ithe diet, already poor in this vitamin, 
was not supplemented with the ultra 
violet light of the sun, they suffered 
“sun starvation.” 

During the winter months, Dr. Hough 
believes, the Indiuns huddled in the 
dark, sunless rooms of their pueblos, 


because of the lack of fuel, to keep 
warm. 


“Infant mortality was probably an 
important cause of the decrease of 
population,” Dr. Hough concluded. 

This sunlight starvation can be over- 
come today when the diet contains 
sufficient amount of the’ sunshine 
vitamin “D,” which now can be im- 
parted to grains through irradiation 
with ultra violet light.

Treatment in 


New Way 


Curing of Scalp Trouble, 
Heretofore Difficult, Is 
Successfully Effected by 
Thallium Acetate, Phy- 
sician Reports. 


By DR. W. A, EVANS, 

R. R. C. A EARLE proposes a new 

treatment, at least new in this 

part of the world, for ringworm 
ol the scalp. He found a report on it 
in the British Medical JournaBand he 
decided to give it a trial. It is thallium 
acetate. It is taken interally in doses 
of one grain for each sixteen and one- 
half pounds of body weight. For in- 
Stance, a child weighing 66 pounds 
would take four grains in one dose 
In Dr Earle’s experience, eight days 
after taking this one dose the hair 
began to come out. In a few days the 
child was as bald as a billiard ball. 
As soon as the hair disappeared and 
treatment the ring- 
worm disappeared. The medicine not 
only caused the hair to drop out but it

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HUADWAY, CUT SOON 
AFTER LAYING, STIRS 
CITY HEADS TO ACTION 


Committeé Named to Effect 
Closer Coordination of Dis- 
trict Departments. 


ENGINEERS AND TRAFFIC 
HEADS TO SEEK SYSTEM 


New Paving Dug Up After Be- 
ing Open to Traffic for 
Twelve Hours. 


Discovery that a newly laid road- 
way had been cut into within twelve 
hours after it had been thrown open 
to traffic resulted in action by the 
District Commissioners yesterday to 
bring about a closer coordination of 
the District machinery having to do 
with streets. 

Maj. D. A. Davison, Maj. L. E. At- 


kins and Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, the 
three assistants to the Engineer Com- 
missioner; William H. Harland, di- 
rector of traffic, and R. G. Klotz, 
engineer of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, were named a committee of 
five to draft a coordination plan. 
The committee was appointed by 
Col. William B, Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, who has had the question 
under study for some time, going over 
reports submitted him by Capt. White- 
hurst and C. B. Hunt. engineer of 
highways, and other department heads. 


Many Issue Permits. 


Under the present system permits 
ate issued to utilities and others to 
make cuts in sidewalks and roadways 
by one office in the District Building 
without reference to any other office. 
This has resulted in the issuance of 
many permits to make cuts in newly 
Inid streets, but the climax came a 
jew dags ago when Capt. Whitehurst 
discovered that a new roadway which 
had been opened to traffic late one 
afternoon had been cut into by 10 
o'clock the next morning. 

Though that is the most glaring ex- 
ample which has come to light, high- 
way officials say there have been fre- 
quent cases of new streets cut into 
within a few days or weeks of their 
completion. Every cut, they insist, re- 
duces the life of a roadway and adds 
to the taxpayers’ burden for upkeep 
of the city streets. 

Costs Are Issue. 


Another difficulty which 
studied is the question of assessing 
costs for cuts. Under the existing law 
persons given permits to make cuts 
must fill in the hole and replace the 
paving. But the mere cost of piling 
the earth back and putting new pav- 
ing over it does not meet the ulti- 
mate cost to the city, Whitehurst said, 
because of the weakening of the pavyw- 
ing around the cut and its consequent 
early deterioration. 

He is considering some system of 
graduated charges for cuts, based on 
the length of time they are made after 
a pavement is laid in comparison with 
the normal life of new paving. 

The committee appointed yesterday 
was charged specifically with report- 
ing on four questions: The coordi- 
nation of public improvement work 
and the preparation of estimates for 
such work prior to the submission of 
the budget estimates to Congress; the 
regulation of cuts and other work done 
by departments of the District, public 
utilities corporations, plumbers and 
others in the public highways; the 
subject of the use of streets by motor 
and other vehicles and the weights of 
such vehicles as affecting public high- 
ways, ahd regulating the issuance of 
permits for the use of public roadways 
in connection with building operations 
and other similar occupation of high- 
ways for private use.

One of Youths Accused 
Of Larceny Arraigned 


Rabbi William Franklin Rosenblum, 
speaking last night from the pulpit of 
the Sixth Street Synagogue, called upon 
Washington Jewry to support the so- 
called Wider Scope activities of the 
Independent Order of the B’nal B'rith. 

In his sermon, entitled “Watchman 
—What of the Morrow?” Rabbi Rosen-
